. The correspondence uncovered in 
New York reveals that Strauss 
blamed most of the public Ooppro- 


brium heaped on him in the 
immediate post-war years to Mann's 
son, Klaus. . 

Towards the end of the war, Klaus 
Mann. using lhe name “Mir Brown” 
and posing as a reporter for The 


. Stars and Sıripes. visited Strauss at 


Garmisch. In & letter to Jeritza on 
September 3Û, 1948, on bchalf of his 
father, Franz Sirauss wrole: “The 
name of Richard Strauss is not very 
popular jusl now. and the reasons 
are difterent interpretations of facts. 
especially the polemic of Klaus 
Mam who .in August [94 without 
declaring his name smuggled himself 
as a reporler here into the house. 
Papa gave him truthful information, 


‘all in good faith, which he then 


malevolently distorted.” 

Franz reported that the press was 
“very postive in London” (Sir 
Thomas Beecham had persuaded 
Strauss 1o conduct a highly success- 
ful concert in London two years 
previously). “However,” he says, “ir 


‘the US they are agains him." The 


actor Lionel Barrymore had invited 
Strauss to visit the UŞ, but because 
of this public hostility and his failing 
health Strauss decided against. 

Later. Strauss was cleared by the. 
denazification board and his assets 
were uriblocked. But in 1948, a time 
of uncertainty. distress and ill 
health. he composed “Malven” ~ in 
gratitude t0 a faithful ally.- 


Before. I’ gb “off ori my ‘recuper=. 


ation trip to the clinic,” he wrote 1o 
Jeritza, “I haye prepared the 
enclosed little song you.” He 
dedicated it “To Beloved Maria, 
this last rose.” . 

Now, 36 years later, both dead. a

Frau. Strauss publicly protested. 
Afier the second performance the 
opera was banned simply because of 
Zweig’s involvemenL. A4 short lime 
tater twa high-ranking Nazis wenî to 
Strauss’s home and demanded that 
he resign . as president of the 
Reichsmusikkammer. 
H was at this point {hat Strauss 
wrote a notorious letter to Hitler 
{quoled by Del Mar). Addressed to 
“Mcin Fuhrer”, it read: “My whole 
life belongs to German music and to. 
an indefatigable ecifort 10 clevate 
German culture... „ Therefore {1 be- 
lieve that I will find understanding 
from you, the great archilect of 
German social life, particularly 
when. with deep emolion and. will 
deep respect, i assure yolu that even 
after my dismissal as resident of the 
Reichsmusikkammer 1 will devote 
the few years still granted to me only 
to the purest and most ideal goals.” 

However Del Mar frequently 
refers lo Sirauss’s low opinion of the 
Nazis. and both his and his wife 
Pauline's lack of tact in dealing with 
them. Indeed. Nazi disfavour caušed 
him to leave Gamisch. where he 
had lived since 1908. and move to 
Vienna. where ‘he spent the war 
years shehered by the Gauleiter 
Baldur von Schirach Nazi controller 
of Vienna. 

Dr Emst Roth is quated in Del 
Mar's definitive biography as pass- 
ing this judgment ™Strauss’s ‘COm- 
plete deıachment from all polirical: 
and national . affairs. ‘was ~trùly’ 
monumental . . . Opinion . ‘never 
went so far as aclually 1o attribute tO 
him sympathies with the Nazi 
movemenL but a culpable opportun- 
ism was found in his behaviour.” 

Bul Sırauss had a very real reason 
for accepling von Schirach’s prolec- 
tion. His daughter-in-law, Alice. is 
Jewish, and astonishingly she tived 
with him throughout the war years, 
working as his secretary. lt was 
partly to protect her and his half- 
Jewish grandchildren, Richard and 
Chrislian, thal he accepted such 
hospitality. . 

Already reviled in the 1930s by 
Thomas Mann (who had fled to 
Switzerland) for remaining in 
Hiler's Germany, at the end of the 
2 Strauss had some explaining to 
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performed: Sotheby's allowed Black- 
ford only 10 minutes sight of the 
manuscripL. 

However. there is another dimen- 
sion 1o0 this discovery to which 
Strauss's correspondence with Jerit- 
za. also found among the soprano's 
ctFects. bears poignant witness. The 
song was composed in a room in the 
Palace Hotel. Montreux. where 
Sırauss. his assets and royalties 
frozen by a denazification board, 
was living ‘in. for him. straitened 
circumstances. In tact he was a 
multi-millionairc. The palatial 
Garmisch villa contained priceless 
paintings and musical manuscripts. 
Bul for ready cash Sirauss was 
driven to copying his manUuscrupts 
of Rosenkavalier waltzes, Don Juan 
and Till Eulenspiegel und sending 
them to Jeritza to sell for him in 
New York. 

Although itl has never been 
supposed 1hat 1Ihere was a sexual 
relationship betwecn the composer, 
a faithful family _ man, and his 
favourite soprano, 23 his junior. this 
correspondence at times strikes an 
uncharacteristically tender rote. 

“Ardently loved and greatly 
admired Maria.” the composer 
wrote. “I jay my fate in your 
beautiful hands and know you will 
do your utmost ta help restore tû me 
the properly and income that has 
been impounded for the last ten (sic) 
years. 

In fact it was only al the end af 
ihe war that his assets were 
impounded, by the Americans. . The 
song was a gift to Jeritza in gratitude 
for her efforts on his behaif. 

Sirauss's cooperalion with ihe 
Nazis is still 1oday a much debated 
issue. While there was never any 
question of his helping them 
politically, when most of the great 
creative talent fled Hitlers Ger- 
many, he stayed on and accepted, 
“passively. without being consulted”

The song. “Malven", was com~ 
posed by Strauss at the age of 84. 1! 
months before his death in 1949, 
and was senl as a gifi to the Czcch 
soprano Maria Jcritza. who created 
the part of Ariadnc in Ariadne auf 
Aaxos in (912, and was a celebrated 
Salome early in the century. 

This major musical discovery will 
go on sale a1 Sotheby’"s in New York 
In December. 

Blackford. had done research in 
Strauss"s Garmisch villa in Bavaria 
for the BBC documentary Richard 
Srrauss Remembered, shown last 
January. He was telling David 
Redden of Sotheby's about his 
conversations with Sirauss’s daugh- 
ter-in-law and long«time sccretary. 
Alice Strauss. She told of a song her 
father-in-law had completed on 
November 23. 1948. during a stay in 
Montreux. Switzerland. The original 
had been sent ta the soprano Maria 
Jeritza in Ncw York. who had never 
complied with Strauss’s request to 
send back a photocopy. 

The only irace of 1his song. based 
on a nature pocm by an obscure 
Swiss poe. Betty Knobel, was ar 
unfinished sketch listed in the 
Strauss catalogue as “Fragment 


The effect of this anecdote on 
Reddern was electrifying. By coinci- 
dence. Sotheby's had just been given 
instructions to auction the estate of 
Jeritza. who died in New York last 
December. aged 96 and leaving no 
heirs.

Books as objects 


to treasure

Sir. Christopher Hawtrec’s artıcl 
(August 23) is timely. ‘Book prd 
ducuıon standards have declined 
such an cextenl over the past Wt 
decades that conservation of rece 
books is presenting an increasiny 
problem to the British Library. Thy 
imposition of value-added tax to thé 
already hıgh prıce of books can onl) 
accelerate thıs decline. 

The abandonment in many cases 
of machine sewing of hardback 
books (hand sewing has long been a 
1hıng of the pasl ın mosl cases) in 
favour of the cheaper adhesive 
bındıng cannot ' be other than ã 
retrogade siecp. Thread sewing ı5 as 
old as the book ıtsclf. Us strengths 
are mtrınsıc. relying on the folded 
edges of the gathered lcaves. 

The so-called “perfect” hiındıng 
relıes only on the extrinsic strength 
of the adhesive uscd. such as 
polyvinyl acetate. The processes 
which precede this are the sante as 
for a seun book.

The 
folded edges are then lorped aff, hke 
Samson's hair. and the weak ind 
unstable piles of Inose kancs that 
remain arc held logetherhy adhesive.

Crusader castle used as quarry 


By Norman Hammond, Archacology Correspondent 


Remains of an earlier era were 
found, in the shape of a large 
bottlc-shaped cistern of Helle- 
nistic date, containing pottery 


thrown in when the water 
supply went out of use in the 
firt century AD. 


In the ‘east ditch a covered 
drain was found, carrying the 
effluent from the castle latrines 
towards the sea. This ditch was 
also where the access bridge was 
located, and evi of the 
moadification of the entrance 
defences was found. The orig- 
inal counterscarp was replaced 
by a wall four metres near the 


gate tower. 

A hoard of 76 brouze coins is 
thought to be of a Byzantine 
date, and to havê been buried 
during the Arab sack of Paphos 
in AD 654, centuries later ihe 
quarrying of the ruins lef a 
substantial ramp. Associated 
thirteenth century pottery indi« 
cates that lhe decision to use the 
casle as a quarry instead of 


. rehuilding it must have been 


taken immediately after the 


of Paphos afler the earthguake. 

Numerous iron corss-bow 
bolts were found in the open 
alley beıwecn the west wall of 
the tower and the harracks 
along the outer wall, as well as a 
numbcr of stone calapult balls. 
‘The carth floor of the tower 
produced Byzantine pottery of 
ihc previous century, but there 
was no evidence that the 
Byzantine castle of Paphos was 
on this cilê. 

East of the tower, in the angle 
formed with the main horlb 
wall of the inner castle, a small 
square chamber above a base- 
menl was fouud. entered 
through a trapdoor "in the 
vaulted roof. Three mctres of 
debris were removed from this 
chamber wmıhout reaching the 
floor, and it is though to have 
been a dungeon.

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The remains of a small Cru» 
sader castle have becı com- 
pletely uncovered in reccnl 
work ın Cyprus.

Megaw. who co-directed the 
recent work with Professor John 
Rosser, disclosed remains of a 
medicval castle. A chronicle 
recording the destruction of a 
castle at this Spm by an 
earthquake in AD 1222 gave a 
firm date to the remains.

Even in the 1920s {here were 
around 30 boatyards at Rich- 
mond and Twickenham alone, 
cmploying a workforce of 250 lo 
paıch up and hire out a flcet of 
around 3,000 boats. Today 
there are just 32 yards with 
luats for hire by the hour along 
the whole navigable stretch of 
the river between Lechlade and 
Richmond. 

The passing of thc river's 
grcal days coincided with the 
arrival, in strength of the molor 
boar, with ils unpleasant habit 
of making waves tor lesser craf. 
.The chief casualty was the punt. 
low in the water with no kecl 
and a brute to handle in the 
mildesı swell. By the 1960s it 
had been all but driven off the 
river below Henley.

There has been quite a spate of 
novels with 2 theme 
recently, but, wi ion 
of Nabokov's The Defence.

perplexing 

However, I found some of he 
descriptions of play somewhat 
mystifying, possibly because the 
author was also mystified. It 
aişo scems to me to have been a 
mistake to describe the develop- 
ment of a girl chess prodigy into 
a great player, since there is no 
known case of this happening in 
chess. Perhaps 1he author's 
reason for Having a heroine 
rather than a hera lay in his 
desire to avoid 1he charge that 
he was basing bis story on that 
of Bobby Fischer, and it is, after 
all, a novel and not a history of 
chess.

criticized 


Norwich Union has added its 
voice to the growing criticism of 
those life aşşurance companies 
which sell with-profit policies 
on 1he basis of unrealistic 
projections of future returns. 

In recent years, the future 
projections by companies have 
been used’ increasingly by both 
intermediaries and clients as the 


competing policies, said Mr 
Hugh Scurfield the managing 
director of Norwich Union life. 
These . projections were often 
misleadingly high. 

‘Many companies, for 
example. have been publishing 
projections for new 25-year 
endowment polices which are 
anywhere between 30 and 50 
per cent more 1han they are 
actually paying out on similar 
policies now. 

One reason for this that 
many companies başe their 
terminal bonus projection on a 
percentage of their annual 
bonus figure. but there is no 
reason to suppose that annual 
bonus figures would stay at 
their high levels over 15 or 20 
years. said Mr Scurfield. 

The problem of projections 
has become particularly acute 
because rates of return on life 
company invesiments have 
bcen unusually high over the 
last few years. This has enabled 
companies 10 pay historicaly 
high bonuses. Bui 10 assume 
this rate of growth will continue 
over long periods — as the 
projections do-is unrealistic. 


One obstacle is simply that the

genuinely good investment 
record and can cxpect 1O do well 
in the future do not want any 
syslem which would not let 
them 1ake full advantage of this 
in their marketing.
